My name is Gerry Robinson, and I am the 
new CDA Hearing Help Champion looking 
after Cambridge City Centre. CDA is 


enjoying being back in Bar Hill after Covid, 


and we have seen some familiar faces and 
lots of new ones in our last two sessions. In 
these sessions we maintain NHS supply 
hearing aids, replacing tubing and domes 
and supply hearing aid batteries. 


I love doing this job as people leave our 
sessions with huge smiles on their faces and 
I know through personal experience the 
impact hearing loss can have on people’s 
physical and mental wellbeing. My mum 
recently had to start wearing hearing aids 
and prior to this she had become quite 
depressed, unable to join in conversations or 
talk on the phone to friends and family. She 
was becoming isolated, stressed, and angry. 
Thankfully, that has now all changed, and 
the aids have even helped with her balance, 
allowing her to walk her dog more 
confidently and get a bit of exercise. 
Wearing hearing aids has had a huge impact 
on my Mum and it’s fantastic knowing that 
by running this service, I’m part of a team 
that are doing the same for people all over 
Cambridgeshire.

The project involved the demolition of the existing structure onsite, followed by the construction of a 
single building for class 2B and B8 uses, including associated parking, service areas, hard surfacing, 
improved site access, substation, landscaping and means of enclosure. 


Work comprises of the construction of a steel frame unit to achieve the below stated areas — 


The structure will be clad in a mixture of composite and built-up cladding systems, with a built Up roof 
system and outboard trimline gutters and rain water pipes. Aluminium curtain walling system compli- 
ments the elevations surrounding the office area, with a projecting canopy above the entrance doors. 
3no Steel section overhead and steel fire exit doors will complete the external envelope. 


Internally the structure will be completed with office fit out to both ground and first floor joined from a 
single central core. Ground floor includes a Male, Female ,Disabled & Unisex WC, Conference Rooms, 
Single Office, Lounge, Kitchen, IT Room, Storage Area, LV Switch Room and Showroom. 


The first floor construction with will comprise of a metal deck floor with fit out works as follows — Plant 
access ladder, Cleaners Cupboard, Female, Disable, Unisex WC’s, Male and Female Changing, Con- 
ference Rooms, Kitchen Break out and General Offices. Cellular rooms will be created within the 
warehouse area to create the Compressor and Tech Room. 


All associated M&E to accommodate the fit out are included as detailed on the construction drawings 
and contract specifications. 


Above the office area is a plant deck to house M&E equipment to service the office area. The office 
and main warehouse will be segregated with the use of composite white wall panelling. 


Internal partitions generally will be designed using suitable drylining systems to meet the specification 
requirements as details provided by CMP Architects. Ceiling treatments are a mixture of metal frame 
and ceiling grid with a variance in tile finish. 


The structure will be stood on concrete pad foundations following suitable ground improvement tech- 
niques through VSC piling to meet the Engineers specification requirements. Building line PCC retaining 
wall is present to GLI and some areas of GLA. 


Externally hard surfacing presents a mixture of finishes, with block paved paths to the building edge, 
brushed finished concrete service yard and permeable paved car park areas. The main circulation 
road is constructed with a non-porous tarmac finish. The scheme includes street furniture, cycle shelters 
and a full soft landscaping scheme. 


All below ground drainage, foul and storm pumps, attenuation, ducting and utility infrastructure are 
included within the works. 


A small section of S278 works are to be completed to the right hand side of the existing entrance off 
Saxon Road with the construction of a new link footpath. 


All works will be completed within the site boundary and no use of adjacent land is required.

Council proposes over £200,000 of 
further cost of living support 

Plans for a further cost of living support 
package for residents, worth more than 
£200,000, have been published by South 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 


The proposals include a roadshow of cost of 
living talks, support to transform some 
Warm Hubs into Community Wellbeing 
Hubs, increasing awareness of Council Tax 
support, more free energy saving appliances 
and the creation of a South Cambridgeshire 
Sustainable Food Network. 


The proposals build-on a package of almost 
£400,000 of support which was agreed by 
the Council last year. Just over half of that 
initial funding came from the 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough Integrated 


South 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council 


Care System (ICS) to support community- 
based programmes tackling prevention and 
community engagement. 


A large scale Council Tax 
communications campaign 
is being proposed, to 
increase the number of 
eligible people who are 
aware of, and subsequently 
claim, finance help towards 
their Council Tax Bill. More 
deprived areas would be 
targeted with 
communications, to help 
inform people of their 
potential eligibility. 
SCDC has agreed funding 
to protect ATM machines 
There are ways that the public can help 
police anticipate and stop ATM cash 
machines being ram-raided. You can: 


:install trackers on high-performance cars 
and heavy vehicles, such as Transits and flat 
beds, which could be used in a ram-raid. 


‘raise concerns if anything doesn’t feel quite 
right, such as plant vehicles travelling during 
the hours of darkness, or that are not usually 
in the area and appear to have been left 
parked for a few days. 


:consider installing video doorbells or 
CCTV on your home, which could capture 
something vital 

‘report anything suspicious, including 
anyone taking photos or attaching ‘out of 
order’ signs to ATM machines. 

If you have any information or concerns, 


report to Police online or call 101, quoting 
Op ATMosphere.

Wildlife friendly gardening in April. 
The warmer days mean we can start sowing 
seeds for summer blooms. Sunflowers are a 
firm favourite for children ( of all ages) and 
provide nectar for bumble bees as well as 
seeds for birds in the autumn. Many 
attractive plants have more than one use in 
the wildlife garden companion plants, such 
as marigolds, and nasturtiums are great for 
attracting pollinators, some of which will be 
natural predators, lacewings and hover flies 
to help control aphids. Herbs such as 
oregano and thyme are great for cooking, 
but leave some to flower as they’re a good 
source of nectar for insects. Chives and 
other scented herbs can also help deter 
aphids from prized plants, including roses. 
Borage flowers are a super nectar source for 
bees and the leaves (soaked in water for one 
to 2 weeks) can make a free liquid plant 
food.

A14 Bridge — Further Works Planned 
Like everyone in Bar Hill I was disappointed 
that the works done on the bridge previously 
were only on the other side of the structure. I 
have continued to press for improvements 
and now am encouraged by the news from 
officers of their plans to address the 
problems on the Bar Hill side of the bridge. I 
have been informed that council staff are 
currently working on applying for the road 
space to implement this remedial surfacing 
work. The proposed works are looking to 
commence in the second half of May for two 
weekends with night time road closures to 
enable the full width of the surface to be 
repaired at the interface between the 
National Highway bridge and embankments. 
However the dates still need to be confirmed 
so please consider this provisional for now. 


Reducing Carbon Use 

The Council established a Decarbonisation 
fund to help manage our carbon emissions 
from its existing buildings, over which it 
does have direct control. As of January 
2024, there were still 26 Council buildings 
(excluding the commercial and education 
estate) heated by gas and 3 using oil, that do 
not already have a project in progress. This 
only includes buildings for which the 
Council is the energy bill payer. 


Criteria for investment in decarbonisation 
include that it must involve a low carbon 
heating system such as air source/ water 
source/ ground source heat pumps. The heat 
demand of the building must be considered 
too. The design could include energy 
efficiency measures and upgrades to the 
fabric of the building (e.g. insulation, 
draught-proofing, LED lighting) or to other 
elements of the plumbing and heating

system (e.g. radiators, controls), and/or on- 
site renewable energy generation (such as 
solar PV). One of the proposed buildings is 
the Bar Hill Library. If it goes ahead with air 
source heat pumps, double glazing and solar 
PV it could have an estimated annual carbon 
savings of 9.4t CO2. 


Balancing The Budget 

We successfully closed a funding gap of 

£37.4m, with 75% of the Council’s net 

spending now being funded from Council 

Tax. Councillors prioritised a number of key 

areas, based on residents’ feedback from last 

summer’s Quality of Life survey. The 

budget: 

- sustains critical adults’ & children’s social 
care services, 


includes record levels of highways 
funding to strengthen and improve the 
standard of roads and pavements, 
including tackling potholes, weeds and 
gulleys—in direct response to residents’ 
concerns, 


prioritises support for vulnerable 
communities, including continuing to 
providing holiday supermarket vouchers 
for those children most in need.
